Blasts Rock 
City as Dam 
Takes Shape 


At the time of going to press 
^Thursday evening, the principal 
feature of interest at the city 
trustees’ meeting appeared to be 
a delegation from the Sierra Ma¬ 
dre Canyon which was at the 
meeting for the purpose of dis¬ 
cussing ways and means of get¬ 
ting the canyon streets improved. 
At the meeting last Thursday 
night when the board met as a 
committee of the whole, the mat¬ 
ter was discussed at some length. 
At that time some of the delega¬ 
tion expressed themselves as be¬ 
ing in favor of proceeding under 
the Act of 1911, while othefs 
maintained that the streets should 
be improved under the Act pf 
1916, as voted upon some months 
ago. 


The Sierra Madre Woman’s club 
presented John E. Harley, assis¬ 
tant professor of political science, 
U. S. C., and International Law 
expert, to a small audience at the 
club house Wednesday evening. 
Mr. Harley explained the aims, 
powers and possibilities of a 
World Court in its application to 
the problems of all countries. War 
may not be abolished in a day but 
training nations to think in terms 
of settlement along, lines of peace 
will do much toward making over 
the psychology of our politicians 
and statesmen. Mr. K. L. Hearn, 
executive secretary of the Coun¬ 
cil of International Relations 
gave a brief history of this or¬ 
ganization. This worthy institu¬ 
tion is of western birth, having 

originated in California. The gen¬ 
eral plans were presented in 

Washington by Mrs. Seward 

Simons; so practical and accept¬ 
able were they found that many 
states have taken them for a basis 
for working out similar organiza¬ 
tions. 

The evening could hardly be 
called "entertainment,” in the 
strict interpretation of the word, 
rather instruction of a sort that 
makes for a deeper appreciation 
of the obligations of citizenship.
